Arrangement Of Chutes And Pens Promises 
Full Public View Of Entire Program; Many 
Fine Horses Will Display Wares 


Building of the pens, corrals and 
chutes for the Pony Express Rodeo, 
to be held Sunday, June 15th, at 
the county fair grounds, was com- 
pleted during the weekend and 
those in charge expressed themselves 
as being well pleased with the ar- 
rangements. 

“We have heard some complaint,” 
one of the committeemen said, 
“that in some recent rodeos in this 
section of the state the most spec- 
tacular part of the program has 
taken place off to one side so that 
many of the audience failed to see 
it. 

“Special atention has been given 
this matter in designing the chutes 
and pens for the Pony Express Ro- 
deo and you can be sure there will 
be none of that at our show on 
Sunday. 

Rodo officers pointed out that 
the arrangement of the chutes is 
such that the bucking horses will 
be directed to an area right in front 
of the grandstand. Roping pens also 


have been built with this feature in 
mind. 

“One feature of a rodeo which the 
average person is likely to over- 
look,” a committee spokesman said, 
‘is that the stock used in the ex- 
hibition represents a very consid- 
erable investment. A bucking horse, 
for instance, is used for nothing 
else, and a good bucking horse is 
worth about $500. Thirty-six of 
them will be in the Pony Express 
Rodeo. 

“A trained cow pony may be 
worth as much as $2,000 or $2,500. 

“Then, of course, the Brahma 
bulls are valuable animals of them- 
selves.” 

Lloyd Cannon, chairman of ar- 
rangements for the horse show, in 
which entries are limited to El Do- 
rado County stock, reports much 
interest is being shown and that a 
good field is in prospect.

Government Takes Control 
To Restore Production At 
Inglewood Plane Factory 


WASHINGTON, (iP) — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today ordered 
the Army to take over the strike- 
bound North American Aviation 
Company plant at Inglewood, 
Calif., to provide full military 
protection for all workers de- 
siring to return to their jobs, 
and to operate the plant. 


INGLEWOOD (lp)—After an hour 
and a half of sparring between po- 
lice and striking CIO aircraft work- 
ers with tear gas bombs, the Unit- 
ed States Army took over the re- 
leaguered North American Aviation 
plant today. 

Minutes after President Roose- 
velt signed an order in Washington 
for the army to commandeer the 
factory, where one fifth of Ameri- 
can fighting planes have been man- 
ufactured, Col. Charles E. Bran- 
shaw, U. S. Army Air Corps, form- 
ally took charge. 

The Colonel was backed up by 
perhaps 600 soldiers with bared 
bayonets and steel helmets, walk- 
ing down the railroad tracks to the 
factory.

With this as the mainstay of 
‘the meal you might begin with a 
light hot soup—because we all 
should have at least one hot food 
in a meal—and end with a bowl 
of mixed fresh fruits sprinkled with 
nutmeg and served with cream, 


Summer Delight 


1 package cream cheese 

1 can condensed chicken soup 

1% teaspoons gelatine soaked in 
2 tablespoons water 

8 tablespoons salad dressing’ or 
mayonnaise 


Sprinkle the 11% teaspoons of 
Gelatine in the 2 tablespoons of 
water and let stand 5 minutes. Put 
thé cream cheese in the saucepan 
and add about % of the can of 
chicken soup, just as it comes from 
the can. Heat until the cheese and 
soup are thoroughly mixed. Add 
the remaining soup and dissolve 
the soaked gelatine in the hot mix- 
ture. Cool and then add the salad 
dressing or mayonnaise. Pour into 


molds and chill in the refrigerator 
until firm. Makes 4-5 individual 
molds. 

Now how would you like a vege- 
table jellied salad? This one has 
a gay and edgy flavor: 


Vegetables in Lemon-Celery Jelly 


1 package lemon flavored jello 

% cup boiling water 

1 can condensed celery soup 

21% cups cabbage, chopped 

% cup cucumber, cubed 

% cup radishes, chopped 

2 teaspoons salt 

Dissolve the lemon jello in the 
boiling water. Combine this witb 
the celery soup and beat with a 
rotary egg beater to make mixture 
very smooth. Chill and when it be- 
gins to thicken add salt and vege- 
tables. Pour into a mold and chill 
until firm. Serves 6-8. Serve with 
salad dressing or “Creamy Cooked 
Dressing.” 


Creamy Cooked Dressing 

2 egg yolks 
3 tablespoons sugar 
2 teaspoons flour 

Pinch of white pepper 
% teaspoon mustard 
1 teaspoon salt 

Pinch of paprika 
\% cup vinegar 
2 tablespoons water 
% cup thick sour or sweet cream 


Combine egg yolks, sugar, flour, 
mustard, pepper, salt and paprika 
and beat to a cream. Bring vinegar 
to a boil and pour slowly over the 
egg mixture. Cook in double boiler 
until thick and smooth.

ities for laundry. The guest house 
is not a money making proposition, | 
it is there to serve the needs of wo-! 
men who are visiting their men 
folks. Meals are not served here but 
are obtainable at the cafeteria which , 
is located in the service club. If 
you are planning to stay at the 
guest house, it is wise to make a! 
reservation as only 54 guests can| 
be accommodated at present. There! 
is a 3-day maximum stay but ex-! 
ceptions are made in case of ill- 
ness. As the camp is landscaped, : 
there will be a playground for the: 
children near the guest house. Miss 
Summers told us that the hostesses 
were trained social workers. They 
will have problems, to be sure, as 
here will come the Colonel’s lady 
and Judy O’Grady.

000,000 square feet being 5,000 feet' 
long and 800 feet wide. You may 
be interested in knowing how Camp 
Roberts got its name. It is one of 
the few U. S. Armp posts named af- | 
ter a@ non-commissioned officer. It 
is named for Corporal Harold W. 
Roberts, a San Francisco lad of 17 
who enlisted in the army at Fort’ 
McDowell, California, on Dec. 12th, | 
1914. He served in the World War 
in Company A, 344 Tank Corps, ' 
taking an active part in the Saint ' 
Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offens- | 
ives. On Oct. 4th, 1918, he sacri- | 
ficed his life in the Montrebeau 
Woods to save the life of his fellow 
soldier when their tank foundered | 
in a shell hole completely sub- 
merged by water. I am indebted to} 
the public relations staff at the 
camp.
